A 
miscellaneous horde are liable to collect on these occasions, dubious 
characters may obiain entrance, and some men and women 
who are parted from their money, whether honestly or by fraud. 

What is perhaps 
even worse, discontent and disgust are generated among the 
poor at the stories of these vulgar orgies, in which the wine flows 
snd money seems no object, and what isa social curse thus becomes 
a public menace. Clearly, some limit must be sect to the expedients 
resorted to for the raising of funds, and when the chosen means 
‘chonour the very name of charity then that limit is reached and 
ced! 


Tue ease under notice was rendered especially repugnant to 
Jews, owing to the unpleasant references in 
Court, whether in fact justified or not, to a few 
individuals whose names betrayed their Jewish 
origin. In accordance with immemorial tradi 
‘ion, the reputation of the Community may, as a result, be 
besmircbed by the: sweeping gencralisations of ill-balanced or 
alevolent critics, and a stigma be placed upon it which Jews 
ave the right indignantly to resent. But when this protest has 
cen mode, let it also be said that Jews themselves have a 
lutv in this matter—a duty to themselves. If some of them, how 
honest, caunot keep away from these functions, the Com. 
munity as a whole can refrain from organising similar ones in the 
cause of their own charities. They can frown upon them, when 
r proposed, and so “ freeze" them out of existence. If our 
institutions can find no other way to replenish their coffers—which 
we doubt—then better that they die!

Think of my shock, then, when I 
was told, and not always by non-Jews only, that I was nof an 
Loxvlish youth, that, after all, I was different from the other 
subjects of Her Majesty, Queen Victoria! I was shaken in my 
profoundest convictions and dearest wishes! I refused to entertain 
the distinction it was sought to rivet upon me. I rebelled against it. 
I felt my whole being had been transformed, that I had suddenly 
dropped from a glorious estate to some peculiar and inferior 
status among my fellows iz this country. In later years, I 
have seen the same devastating disillusionment working in my 
Own son. But, of course, he had an alternative theory to comfort 
him—that he could be a full British citizen without being of the 
(nixed) British stock, that indeed the British Empire was a complex 
of many races, creeds and colours, all owing allegiance to a single 
sracious and beneficent Sovereign. But there was no one to offer 
ine that guidance and comfort, and my confusion and bitterness 
Were not rendered less poignant when peop!e, quite innocently, 
spoke of the difference between “we English"’ and myself I 
wonder how much damage bas been wrought to the morale of the 
Jewish generation of the post-immigration period by the absence of 
such guidance amongthem! .. . 
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* AFTER a time came the vehemenf agitation against alien 

immigration, always envisaged by Jews at that time, whether 
rightly or wrongly, as an antiJJewish movement. No language was 
too scurrilous to be heaped on men and women of my own faith, 
and hailing from lands in which my sires were born. The 
sense of difference, of ‘otherness, if I may use the word, 
again seized me. More and more, too, I found that I was 
one of a race which was increasingly under close, and often 
malevolent, scrutiny. \iways in the limelight of criticism!

The Demolition of Bevis Marks Syna-ogue 


Ow ‘Tuesday evening, at. the Clarendon Hall, Mansell Street. a crowded and 
enthusiastic meeting was held to protest agatnat the proposal of the 
Elders of the Congregation to demolsh the Bevis Marks Synagogue, 
the fane rendered sacred and dear to Sefardi Jews, not only by the 
association of religion, but by the memores chenshed as dear Ife, 
which clustered around the doomed building. Those who attended 
the meeting showed they felt. that their every sentiment of love 
and reverence had been tmomolated upon the altar of utility arch they 
were determined that the place of worship that had been attended by 
a D'Israeli, a Lopes and a Montefiore should not be razed without 
a struggle being made for its mainentance. Mr. Barzilay was voted 
to the Chair and before him he found about 150 ** protesters.’ The 
Mendeses and Rodriguezes and Da Costas and Del Montes and 
Belascos and Benabos were there im full force, not, however, ‘a- 
fortune would have it, to the exclusion of the ** hated Tedescos,”’ 
who were represented there also.

The First Under Hitler 
SELF-DISCIPLINE BEFORE LEADERSHIP 


Secret Police Take Reports 


One of the greatest events in the internal life of German Jcwry 
for the last few years was the opening of the German 4)! 
Conference on Sunday in Berlin. It was the first German Z:0ns' 
Conference to be held under the Hitler regime and considerable 10) jrt- 


ance was attached to it in Jewish circles in view of the recently 


formulated Zionist demand for leadership in German Jewish lite. Over 


three hundred delegates attend the Conference and one of the Jeading 
roles at the gathering was played by the well-known former leacer 0! 
the Ziomsts in Germany, Kurt Blumenfeld, who now resis 1! 
Palestine, and who came specially to Berlin to take part in the 
Conference. 

The opening speech was delivered by the President of the Z:00*' 
Federation, Dr. Siegfried Moses, who outlined the principal tasks 0! 
the Conference. Among these the most important was the need v! the 
Aonist Movement to assume the leadership of German Jewry. T° 
accomplish this it was necessary for the Zionists to establish a sinc! 
discipline within their own ranks in order to prevent one group, OF 
leader, from speaking and acting as a representative of the entre 
Movement (as was the case with Herr Kareski). Given a unified 
and disciplined Zionist Movement, it would not be difficult for the 
Zionists to gain control of the Berlin Gemeinde, and through it, of the 
central Jewish bodies in Germany. 

Among the other problems which he presented to the Conlerence 
were the questions of emigration, of the opening of Jewish schools !" 
Germany and the training of Jews for new occupations. Dr. Moses. like 
most German Zionists, was hopeful of the success of the Herber' 
Samuel Mission to America. He also expected that the Nazi Gover! 
ment would assist the Jews in solving some of the problems submitted 
to the Conference. 

_ Whe Conference in general was in fighting mood. But at the same 
time, the much heralded and expected fight against the Assimila- 
ionists did not eventuate, In spite of their determination to obtaia 
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.ingle representation of German Jewry, the majority of the Conference, 
leaders and rank and file alike, showed | great restraint in their 
expressions and decisions and in their desire to come to an under- 
standing with the Assimilationists rather than fight them. The old 
Liberal tradition of German Zionism to use conviction of individuals 
stead of political force was stressed by speaker after speaker. 

This mood was directly traceable to the Samuel Mission, now in 
the United States, upon which German Jews and Zionists are building 
«y much hope. For it is clear to everyone that if that mission is to 
accomplish its purpose, it must reach an understanding with the non- 
y,onists in the United States, and obviously it would not do to fight 
the non-Zionists in Germany whilst seeking their co-operation in the 
I nited States. 

A feature of the Conference was the presence of Gestapo agents, 
who took a verbatum report of all speeches. It was this, perhaps, 
wiueh was responsible for the fact that the general debate did not 
come up to the mark. The most important work was being done in 
the Committees. The opening session was so well attended by the 
ceneral public, that an overflow meeting had to be held in a second

tings. Dr. Alfred Klee, a member of the Board of Directors of the 
lca, pointed out that it was financing central German-Jewish inst- 
tutions within Germany and, in addition to helping the settlement of 
(icrman Jews in South America, assisted in the preparations of the 
\nglo-Jewish mission to the United States headed by Sir Herbert 
“amuel. It was revealed that the Ica was ready to invest £400,000 
in the project for the reclamation of the Huleh area in Palestine, 


‘according to information obtained in the United States by Mr. Simon 


Marks. 

Another clash, between the Mizrachi delegate from Frankfort, 
ltabbi Hoffman, and Mr. Blumenfeld, marked the same session. As 
4 protest against a ruling of the Chairman, the Mizrachi delegation 
lett the hall, but the incident was speedily adjusted. 

A feature of the Conference was an eloquent speech by a young 
German Zionist, a’ former Assimilationist, who described the road 
which many thousands of Jewish young men and women in Germany 
how pass on their way from Assimilation to Zionism. 


Enthusiasm for Mr. Blumenfeld 


Twelve hundred guests, besides the three hundred delegates, 
‘ened attentively to Mr. Blumenfeld’s speech on Monday night. It 
was full of hope and enthusiasm about the future of Palestine as a 
‘central point of Jewish immigration. Mr. Blumenfeld minimised the 
present economic difficulties in Palestine, which he described. as 
boing of a temporary nature. He was sure that Palestine would soon 
hecome the great sanctuary for persecuted Jewry. But he hoped 
that it would be a sanctuary for the “ Remnant of Israel,” not for the 
Remnant of Europe,” meaning by this that those German Jews who 
are going to Palestine should abandon their Assimilationist ideology 
‘nd should become Jews at heart, not merely refugee Europeans seck- 
ing shelter in Palestine. Mr. Blumenfeld was given the greatest 
ovation of the Conference. The German Zionists, generally, showed 
that they still considered him their leader, in spite of the fact that he 
had been away in Palestine for so long. 

The four Gestapo agents who attended the opening of the Con- 
icrence were present to the close. They took down a verbatim report 
ot all the speeches. During the first day, the delegates did not feel 
at ease in the presence of these uninvited “guests” ; spirits and speeches 
were considerably dampened. But on the second and on the third 
day, as the delegates warmed up to their work, the general enthusiasm 
seemed to sweep away all fear and the consciousness of the presence 
of the Gestapo. 

The general impression in Berlin is that the Conference fully rose 
to the height of its great tasks, and that it will go down as in important 
landmark in the history of German Zionism.

More Professors Dismissed 
THE BISHOP OF DURHAM'S FORCEFUL PROTEST 


The University of Heidelberg announces that four of its professors 
have been retired under the German Reich Citizens Law. They are: 
Professor Walter Jellinek and Professor Ernst Levy, both of the 
Faculty of Law, Dr. Helmut Hatzfeld, Professor of Romanic languages 
and literature, and Professor Hans Sachs, serologist 7 

This year, the University celebrates its 550th anniversary. and 
the Universities and learned societies of Great Britain are receiving 
invitations to send representatives and present addresses of congratu. 
lation. On this subject, Tne Times of Tuesday published on its middle 
page a letter, nearly a column in length, by the Bishop of Durham, 
advocating that the ceremony should be boycotted. We append a 
summary of the letter. Editorial conunent will be found under “Notes 
of the Week.” 

“It hardly needs saying that, in normal -circumstances, such an 
invitation would be received with pleasure and accepted with alacrity, 
lor its acceptance could not but moply fundamental agreement as to the 
principles and procedures which determine the pursuit of knowledge 
The essential sohdanty of academic purpose, the broadly human interest 
of science, the suprene and universal claum of truth, the indispensableness 


of hberty in its pursuit—-these are the postulates which govern the policy 


and practice of civilised universities, and, apart from their honest 
acceptance, no genuine academic fellowship cun CXtst Can it be truly 
said that these postulates are now accepted in the University of Heide! 
berg?’ I imust needs think that the treatment accorded to the Heidelberg 
invitation ought to be determimed by the answer which that question 
must receive. The racial fanaticism which has swept over Germany has 
not left the universities unaflected, and in Heidelberg its influence has 
been specially great. The savage persecution of the Jews, desenbed with 
plenary knowledge and uv poignant detail by Mr. James G. McDonald on 
his letter of resignat.on, has borne severely on the numerous Jewish 
professors and lecturers in the German universities. Large numbers, 
including many whose fame has extended far beyond the confines 
of Germany, have been expelled from office and driven into exile. In 
this evil process, Heidelberg stands in the forefront. Its theory ts fairly 
expressed by its practice. Here is a startling confession of academic 
doctrine... (His Lordship then quotes Nature's description of the 
ceremony at the Philipp Lenard Institute, which appeared in these 
columns last week). “‘The university in Germany has to face the new 
doctrine of German science, as the Church has to face that of German 
religion. Neither the mind nor the consmence of the tndividual ts to 
stand outside the manipulation and control of the totaltamnan national 
State. The present rulers of Germany would echo the cynical speech of 
Lenin: ‘It is true that liberty is precious—so precious that it must be 
rationed.” This demented nationalsm of the Nazis and Fascists 
endangers not vonly the peace of the world, but also the ultimate 
franchises of self-respecting manhood. In the victumsed minorities 
religious, academic, racial and political—humanity has tts true 
champions. That is their claim to the homage and assistance of all who 
value liberty. It cannot be right that the universities of Great Britain, 
which we treasure as the very citadels of sound learning, because they 
are the vigilant guardians of intellectual freedom, should openly fraternise 
with the avowed and shameless enemies of both. The appearance of 
British representatives at the Heidelberg celebration, and the presenting 
by them of congratulatory addresses, could not but be understood every 
where as a public and dehberate condonation of the intolerance which 
has emptied the German universities of many of ther most eminent 
teachers, and which is filling Europe with victums of eynical and heartless 
oppression.”’

Enthusiasm for Mr. Blumenfeld 


Twelve hundred .guests, besides the three hundred delegates, 
ustened attentively to Mr. Blumenfeld’s speech on Monday night. It

present economic difficulties in Palestine, which he described. as 
being of a temporary nature.

But on the second and on the third 
day, as the delegates warmed up to their work, the general enthusiasm 
seemed to sweep away all fear and the consciousness of the presence 
ol the Gestapo, 

The general impression in Berlin is that the Conference fully rose 
to the height of its great tasks, and that it will go down as in important 
““ndmark in the history of German Zionism.

Among the other problems which he presented to the Conierence 
were the questions of emigration, of the opening of Jewish scho is in 
Germany and the training of Jews for new occupations. Dr. Moses, like 
most German Zionists, was hopeful of the success of the Herbert 
Samuel Mission to America. He also expected that the Nazi Gover 
ment would assist the Jews in solving some of the problems subnutt 
to the Conference. 

_ Whe Conference in general was in fighting mood. “But at the same 
time, the much heralded and expected fight against the Assimila- 
tionists did not eventuate. In spite of their determination to obtain 
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single representation of German Jewry, the majority of the Conference, 
iaders and rank and file alike, showed great restraint in their 
expressions and decisions and in their desire to come to an under- 
standing with the Assimilationists rather than fight them. The old 
Liberal tradition of German Zionism to use conviction of individuals 
mstead of political force was stressed by speaker after speaker. 

This mood was directly traceable to the Samuel Mission, now in 
the United States, upon which German Jews and Zionists are building 
«) much hope. For it is clear to everyone that if that mission is to 
accomplish its purpose, it must reach an understanding with the non- 
vy, msts in the Umted States, and obviously it would not do to fight 
the non-Zionists in Germany whilst seeking their co-operation in the 
nited States. 

A feature of the Conference was the presence of Gestapo agents, 
who took a verbatam report of all speeches. It was this, perhaps, 
wiueh was responsible for the fact that the general debate did not 
come up to the mark. The most important work was being done in 
the Committees. The opening session was so well attended by the 
ceneral public, that an overflow meeting had to be held in a second 
larve hall, to which the speeches were relayed.

the Conference closed late on Tuesday night amidst scenes of 
eat enthusiasm and the singing of Hatikvah. Dr. Siegfried) Moses 
was re-elected President. 
The most important resolution dealt with Jewish emigration 
i» Palestine. It pointed out the urgent need of the emigration of 
Corman Jews, particularly of Jewish youth, to Palestine, and expressed 
ppointment at the recent reduction in Palestine inmigration 
-ertificates and at the proposed plan of raising the sum required by 
ittalst mmrmmgrants to Palestine to £2,000. The resolution implored 
the Jewish Agency to inform the Palestine Government that it must 
cckon with the Jewish position in the Diaspora, particularly in 
CGenmany, and to make possible a larger tnmigration. Another 
resolution welcomed the delegation of British Jews to the United 


The Conference resolved to demand a larger Zionist representation 
in the Central German-Jewish bodies and, if this demand was not 
ranted, to withdraw the present Ziomist members. One of the most 
noportant achievements of the Conference was the understanding 
reached between the Oppositionist Group of Dr. Klee and the Zionist 
Federation. Dr. Klee agreed to obey the discipline of the Zionist 
hederation. This isolates Herr Kareski completely, and paves the 
way toward a greater Ziomst influence over the Berlin Gemeinde, 
which is the first step towards gaming control of the Central Jewish 
bocies. 

A tinal decision was to make the observance of the Sabbath in 
tic Hachsharah centres obhgatory; 1t was also decided that youths 
under fifteen years of age preparing for emigration to Palestine should 
he given compulsory religious education. 

The earlier session in the afternoon was marked by a demand that 
tie Jewish Colonisation Association (Ica) should place “its many 
rollions of dollars” at the disposal of Zionist colonisation work wm 
Palestine. This demand was made by Dr. Georg Landauer and 


pported by Dr. Siegfried Moses and Dr. Kurt Blumenfeld, both of 


whom declared that the Iea did not spend its funds on the mght 
things. Dr. Alfred Klee, a member of the Board of Directors of the 
lca. pointed out that it was financing central German-Jewish inst1- 
tutions within Germany and, in addition to helping the settlement of 
German Jews in South America, assisted in the preparations of the 
Anvlo-Jewish mission to the United States headed by Sir Herbert 
Samuel. It was revealed that the Ica was ready to invest £400,000 
in the project for the reclamation of the Huleh area in Palestine, 
xccording to information obtained in the United States by Mr, Simon 
Marks. 

Another clash. between the Mizrachi delegate from Frankfort, 
Rabbi Hoffman, and Mr. Blumenfeld, marked the same session. As 
\. protest against a ruling of the Chairman, the Mizrachi delegation 
loft the hall, but the incident was speedily adjusted. 

A feature of the Conference was an eloquent speech by a young 
German Zionist. a’ former Assimilationist. who described the road 
winch many thousands of Jewish young men and women in Germany 
how pass on their way from Assimilation to Zionism. 


Enthusiasm for Mr. Blumenfeld 


Twelve hundred guests, besides the three hundred delegates, 
‘ened attentively to. Mr. Blumenfeld’s speech on Monday night. It 
was full of hope and enthusiasm about the future of Palestine as a 
‘central point of Jewish immigration. Mr. Blumenfeld minimised the 
present eeonomie difficulties in Palestine, which he desenbed. as 
bong of a temporary nature. He was sure that Palestine would soon 
hecome. the great sanctuary for persecuted Jewry. But he hoped 
that it would be a sanctuary for the “ Remnant of Israel,” not for the 
~ Remnant of Europe,” meaning by this that those German Jews who 
1re going to Palestine should abandon their Assimilationist ideology 
ind should become Jews at heart, not merely refugee Europeans seek- 
ing shelter in Palestine. Mr. Blumenfeld was given the greatest 
ovation of the Conference. The German Zionists, generally, showed 
that they still considered him their leader, in spite of the fact that he 
“ud been away in Palestine for so long. 

The four Gestapo agents who attended the opening of the Con- 
ference were present to the close. They took down a verbatim report 
of all the speeches. During the first day, the delegates did not feel 
at ease in the presence of these uninvited “guests” ; spirits and speeches 
were considerably dampened. But on the second and on the third 
day, as the delegates warmed up to their work, the general enthusiasm 
seemed to sweep away all fear and the consciousness of the presence 
of the Gestapo. 

The general impression in Berlin is that the Conference fully rose 
to the height of its great tasks, and that it will go down as in important 
landmark in the history of German Zionism.

Sale of the “ Stuermer” 
“LIKELY TO DISAPPEAR QUIETLY ”

HEIDELBERG UNIVERSITY 
More Professors Dismissed 
THE BISHOP OF DURHAM'’S FORCEFUL PROTEST 


The University of Heidelberg announces that four of its professors 
have been retired under the German Reich Citizens Law. They are: 
Protessor Walter Jellinek and Professor Ernst Levy. both of the 
Faculty of Law, Dr. Helmut Hatzfeld, Professor of Romanic languages 
and literature, and Professor Hans Sachs, serologist. 

This year, the University celebrates its 550th anniversary, and 
the Umiversities and learned societies of Great Britain are receiving 
invitations to send representatives and present addresses | congratu- 
lation. On this subject, Tae Times of Tuesday published on its middle 
paige a letter, nearly a column in length, by the Bishop Oi Durham, 
advocating that the ceremony should be boycotted. We append a 
summary of the letter. Editoral conunent will be found under “Notes 
of the Week.” 

“Tt hardly needs saving that, in normal circumstances, such an 
invitation would be received with pleasure and accepted with alacrity, 
lor its acceptance could not but unply fundamental agreement as to the 
principles and procedures which determine the pursuit. of knowledge 
The essential solidanty of academic purpose, the broadly human interest 
of smence, the supreme and universal claim of truth, the imdispensableness 
of hberty in its pursuit-these are the postulates which govern the policy 
and practice of civilised universities, and, apart from their honest 
acceptance, no genuine academic fellowship can exist. Can it be truly 
said that these postulates are now accepted mn the University of Heide! 
berg? LTomust needs think that the treatment accorded to the Heidelberg 
invitation ought to be determined by the answer which that question 
must receive. The ractal fanaticism which has swept over Germany has 
not left the universities unaffected, and in Heidelberg its influence has 
been specially great. The savage persecution of the Jews. described with 
plenary knowledge and im poignant detail by Mr. Jamés G. McDonald in 
lis letter of resignation, has borne severely on the numerous Jewish 
professors and lecturers in the German universities. Large numbers, 
including many whose fame has extended far beyond the confines 
of Germany, have been expelled from office and dnven into exile. In 
this evil process, Heidelberg stands in the forefront. Its theory 1s fairly 
expressed by its practice. Here is a starthng confession of academic 
doctrine... (His Lordship then quotes Nature's description of the 
ceremony at the Plulipp Lenard Institute, which appeared in these 
columns last week). ‘‘The university in Germany has to face the new 
doctrine of German seience, as the Church has to face that of German 
reigion. Neither the mind nor the consmence of the individual is to 
stand outside the mampulation and control of the totalhtaman national 
State. The present rulers of Germany would echo the cynical speech of 
Lenin: ‘It is true that liberty is precious—so precious that it must be 
rationed.’ This demented nationalsm of the Nazis and Fascists 
endangers not only the peace.of the world, but also the ultimate. 
franchises of self-respecting manhood. In the, victunmtsed minorities 
religious, academic, racial political—humanity has. true 
champions. ‘That is their claim to the homage and assistance of all who 
value liberty. It cannot be right that the universities of Great Britain, 
which we treasure as the very citadels of sound learning, because they 
are the vigilant guard:ans of intellectual freedom, should openly fraternise 
with the avowed and shameless enermes of both. The appearance of 
British representatives at the Heidelberg celebration, and the presenting 
by them of congratulatory addresses, could not but be understood every 
where as a public and deliberate condonation of the imtolerance which 
has emptied the German universities of many of ther most eminent 
teachers, and which is filling Europe with victims of eynical and heartless 
oppression. 


INTER-MARRIAGE AND DIVORCE 


New Regulations Expected 
GHETTO PRINCIPLES TO BE APPLIED 


The German Government is “now diligently compiling data on 
mixed marriages between Jews and ‘Aryans’ for the purpose of 
eliminating Jewish influence as much as possible,” the VOELKISCHER 
BEOBACHTER reveals. Other German newspapers predict that divorces 
in Germany this year will reach a new peak. 

Leading newspapers and Government officials are busy seeking to 
determine how the new divorce laws, drafted by the German Academy 
ot Jurisprudence would affect “Aryan ”-Jewish intermarriages and tho 
children of such marriages. Reflecting the Government view, the 
VOELKISCHER BErOBACHTER makes it clear that, in speaking of mixed 
marriages, marriages in which Jews who have adopted the Catholic 
or Protestant religion and have married into farmiies of the same 
religion, are also meant. “It is the blood principle and not the 
religious principle that will be the guiding motive,” the paper states. 

The same view is stressed by Reichsminister Hans Kerrl, tho 
dictator of religious affairs, according to the FRANKFURTER ZEITUNG. 
The view that special auxiliary regulations will have to be issued to 
bring clarity into the question is held by Law Counsellor Dr. Risson, 
«a member of the Academy of German Jurisprudence. Writing in the 
official organ of the academy, he explains that the following two 
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motives will be recognised as grounds for divorce; if the continuation 
of married life in inter-married families has become impossible 
because of racial and family relations, and secondly, if the apphcant 
for a divorce proves that he or she “ made a mistake by not realising 
the »nportance of racial affiliation.” 7 

State Secretary Dr. Freisler, commenting in the Deutscue JustIzZ, 
official organ of the Ministry of Justice, declares that divorces are to 
be granted in cases “ where continuation of married life hinders the 
fulfilment of obhgations to the German nation.” | 

Figures published by the BrosacuTer on mixed 
marriages disclose that before the Nazis came to power in 1933, there 
were not more than 2.69 intermarriages in each thousand between 
Germans and Jews who gave their religion as Jewish. This figure 
does not include Jews who were not affiliated with any religious 
community or had adopted other religions. 

The peak in inter-marriage was in 1915, during the War, when 
the proportion of German-Jewish inter-marriages was 4.10 in every 
thousand. There were more marriages in that year between Jews and 
non-Jews than marnages in which both parties were Jewish. 


CONFISCATION OF PASSPORTS 
Jew Challenges Legality 


The action of the politieal police in depriving Jews of their pass- 
ports in order to prevent their leaving Germany has been justified by 
the Court of Hildesheim, Hanover, as a “ State political measure.” 

A Jewish resident, who had been deprived of his passport under 
the suspicion that he wished to leave the Reich, challenged this action 
im court. During the trial the counsel for the Jew pointed out that 
the mere fact that one was a Jew did not entitle the police to deprive 
one of one’s passport. The court, however, ruled that the police had a 
right to detain the passport of any resident under suspicion and that 
such action could not be challenged, because it was taken for “ State 
political reasons,” 


GEORG KARESKI 
What Did He Say to Hinkel? 

The Nazi Commissioner for Jewish Cultural Affairs, Herr Hinkel, 
has given an mnportant interview which has appeared in the official 
Nazi newspaper Erpe at Dortmund and the ScuLestscne Taces- 
ZEITUNG of Breslau. 

Herr Hinkel began by enumerating the many “favours” which 
the Nazi regime had bestowed on the Jews by establishing the special 
Jewish “ Kulturbund ” to look after their cultural interest. He then 
explained that owing to the shortage of specitically Jewish dramas, 
the “ Kulturbund ” was obliged to produce non-Jewish dramas also. 
It was unfortunate that this had to be done, but the Nazis were 
“ generous ” and did not make unnecessary difliculties for the Jews. 

The most important part of the interview, however, dealt not 
with the “ Kulturbund” but with Zionism. Towards the end of the 
interview, Herr Hinkel said as follows: “I have consciously allowed 
the Zionist Movement to exert the strongest influence upon the 
eultural and spiritual activities of the ‘ Kulturbund’ because the 
Zionists, as the * Racial Jews,’ have at least given us formal guarantees 
of co-operation in acceptable form.” ' : 

Since the German Zionists have never given such guarantees to 
Herr Hinkel, he could refer only to Georg Kareski, who accepted office 
under him, as representing the whole of the Zionist Movement. This 
has called torth a new storm among German Zionists, who are now 
determined, more than ever, to draw a line of distinction between 
themselves and Herr Kareski and not to let him appear to be the 
representative of Zionism in Germany. It is expected that the matter 
will come to a head in the near future when Herr Kareski, who is 
still convalescing from pneumonia, will make his first public 
appearance, 


Newspaper Publishers Must be 100%, “ Aryan” 


According to a new order, “ non-Aryans,” including those who 
belong to the category of Mischlinge and are not deprived of their 
German citizenship, are forbidden to publish newspapers in Germany. 
“ Only those who can prove their ‘Aryan’ descent back to 1800 are 
entitled to publish newspapers im the Reich,” the order states.

Emigration—But Not to Palestine 


A resolution favouring emigration “to all overseas countries 
except Palestine,” has been adopted in Berlin by the Association of 
German Jewish Youth (Der Bund Deutsch-Juedischer Jugend), one 
o* the three leading Jewish youth organisations in the Reich. Opposi- 
tion to the Palestine Movement in the ranks of this Organisation has 
been strengthened recently, sin¢e it became known that there are 
epportumties for Jewish emigration from Germany to Central and 
South American countries. (The Organisation has the support of a 
number of outstanding non-Zionist leaders in Germany. It is claimed 
that it has over 9,000 members. 


Streicher Says ——— 


Anti-Jewish measures other than the Nuremberg laws were 
demanded by Julius Streicher while addressing a publie meeting of the 
Hitler Youth Organisation in Nuremberg. “ The Nuremberg laws,” 
Herr Streicher said, “have not solved the Jewish problem, because 
laws are usually circumvented by Jews. Anti-Jewish action must 
therefore be continued without stop.” 

Addressing another meeting in Nuremberg, he demanded a boveott 
of Jewish firms and the continuation of the vigorous fight against the 
Jews. “ He who cannot follow our steps in this direction, had better 
give up his Brown Siurt,” he declared. “‘Those among our ranks who 
patronise Jews are traitors and constitute the greatest danger-to us.”

Oxford Undergraduates Join the Boycott 


Jewish Hockey Player to Represent Germany 


Isis, the world-famous weekly organ of the undergraduates at 
Oxford University, publishes this week a leading article advocating 
that Great Britain should abstain from participation in the Olympic 
Games, if they are held in Berlin. It runs as follows: 

“ Sport in the new Germany, Dr. Goebbels has declared, is a 
tramung for German soldiers. Nothing is sacred from the State, and 
the end of the Nazi State is war. Herr Hitler himself has proclaimed 
that the Germans can find no higher aspiration than to die for the 
State. It was too much to expect that sport should be exempted from 
this systematic regimentation. The Olympic Games, in the view of 
Goebbels, are but a prelude to a more serious contest on the field of 
battle. He is coneerned that in the field of battle the German State 
shall attain to its full stature. Pledges have been dishonoured, sport 
has been subordinated to the needs of war. It is to be perverted to the 
furthest of a political philosophy whose corroborative is theory and 
practice is evident to the world. Germany has dragged down sport 
into the mure of politics. For us to participate in the Olympic Games 
if they are held in Berlin would be to acquiesce in that breach of faith 
amd in that dragging down of sport into the mire of politics. Our duty 
is clear. It is to vonce the protest of civilisation by refusing to par- 
ticipate. We must lft sport out of that mire into which Dr. Goebbels 
has thrown 1t.” 

The New STaTcsMAN AND Nation publishes a long letter by 
W. L. Elvin to the same effect. In the course of it he writes: “May 
I point out that the case for our withdrawal is precisely that the 
present German Government has so dragged politics into sport as to 
make nonsense of the whole conception of the Games? No doubt 
these who sympathise with the present German Government will be 
less ready to beheve this. than those who do not, but there can be 
no contention that the question Is an unproper one to raise. The 
International Olympic Committee raised it itself soon after the present 
German Government came into power. It was concerned not with 
the development of sports organisations in connection with a political 
party (that is in itself a perfectly proper thing), but with the real 
fear that the National Socialist Party might so use its political power 
against sportsmen who did not share its views as to violate the clause 
of the Olympie Charter which declares that the Games shall assemble 
the amateurs of all nations on an equal footing. 

“Now there are some who argue that this clause means merely 
that nations shall be treated equally at the Games, and that the way

in Which the German team is selected is no concern of ours. But. 
unfortunately for this argument, the International Committee has 
shown that such is not its own interpretation. For it demanded, and 
received, assurances from the German Government that there should 
be no principle of exclusion of Jewish athletes from the German 
team; in May, 1934, these assurances were amplified to include the 
promise for proper training facilities for any athlete to have a chance 
of representing Germany. We are, therefore, committed to the 
principle, and the only matter for discussion is the evidence as to 
whether the German Government has kept its word. The evidence 
that it has not done so, except to include one or two Jews in its 
team for purely ‘window-dressing’ purposes, is overwhelming .. . . 

“What ought we to do? There are some who feel that in asking 
for the assurances we have done all that we can be expected to do. 
Even though we know they were valueless, we could hardly press the 
matter further. This seems both cynical and foolish. Either we were 
serious, and intended to be taken seriously, or we were not interested 
and should have done nothing. To pretend that we are satisfied, if we 
are not, will be to invite contempt. If we consider that the assurances 
have been dishonoured, we should withdraw from the Games at 
Berlin .... Much responsibility rests with those of the International 
Committee who have been complacent in accepting the speeches of 
the German representatives at their face value. and the only way now 
to re-assert the fundamental Olympic principle of equal competition 
between athletes of differing races and opinions is for this country 
to act. If we do not so use the immense influence that this country 
has in the world of sport, then we must resign ourselves to the fact 
that the vital spirit will have gone out of the Games... .” 

Resolutions to boycott German goods and the 1936 Olympic 
Games have been adopted at a Conference of Jewish women’s organisa - 
tions in New York, following an address by Mr. J. T. Mahoney, former 
President of the American Athletic Union. 2,500 delegates were 
present. Declaring that “the fight against the Olympics has just 
begun,” Mr. Mahoney urged that funds should be witheld from the 
American Olympic Committee.

A Service in memory of His Majesty King George V was held on

From the Rev. ISAAC: CHAITOWITZ

Sir,—The problem of the Agunah which Rabbi Dr. I. Epstein so ably 
puts forward in your current issue has indubitably received consideration 
from eminent Rabbinical authorities for a number of decades, but no 
definite conclusion (which would satisfy all orthodox Rabbis) has been 
attained. One is forced to the conclusion that from the Rabbinic law 
there is no lega! solution to be had. 

The more practical and obvious method is for the State to make it 
obligatory for the husband to grant the power to the Beth Din to effect a 
complete Divorce.. If the Board of Deputies chose some of its legal 
embers to consult with the law officers it might be possible to have a 
satisfactory clause inserted in the Divorce Laws. ‘This idea of forcing 
the husband to complete the divorce is not alien to the Talmudical 
dictum of "3N WONW

THE JEWISH YEAR BOOK 


The Jewish Year Book, Edited by the Rev. S. Levy and Or. Cecil 
Roth (Jewish Chronicle Office, 2s. net.). 

The Jewisa Year Boox is now in its fortieth year. The fact is 
alike a testimony tuo the producers and to the recognition of the 
indispensability of this comprehensive work of reference to all engaged 
in Jewish work in this country, and in many quarters overseas. One 1s 
apt to take a reference work for granted without casting a thought 
on the immense amount of labour and care that go to its production. 
The Editors are naturally dependent on others for the bulk of the 
information they are called upon to collate and there must Le a word 
of sympathy for them in the tribulations caused by neglectful 
correspondents who fail to realise the importance of returning proofs 
and thus keeping the records, for which they are responsible, up to 
date. For deficiencies so caused the Editors can hardly be held 
blameworthy. Doubtless the Year Book could be made more useful 
if it were more expensive, and again the Editors cannot be blamed 
for limitations duo to the fact that the work is issued at the low price 
of 2s. The wonder is that it is found possible to furnish so much 
information so cheaply. The present issue contains new features in 
the shape of a review of the progress of Palestine in the past year and 
the addition of a narrative of leading events during the past year as 
well as « chronological record. It 1s a moot point whether the space 
devoted to the latter innovation might not be apphed to better uses. 

The Communal “ Who's Who,” though it contains a larger number 
of names than ever, seems to call for drastic revision. There are 
some stmking omissions and singularly uneven distmbution of the 
space given to individual biographies. A useful change which has 
been introduced this year is the arrangement of the year’s obituaries 
in alphabetical instead of chronological order, thus facilitating refer- 
ence. To Synagogue officials the calendar portion, compiled, as tor 
many years past, by the Rev. M. Rosenbaum, must prove invaluable, 
and the tact that the Year Boox figures on practically every Almemar 
1s a proof of the universal recognition of its utility. 

Only those who constantly use the Year Book can fully realise its 
usefulness or become aware of the points in which improvement seems 
to be called for. An example of the latter which strikes the present 
reviewer 1s in regard to the geographical location of London institu- 
tions. Thus the names of most of the Friendly Society Lodges convey 
no indication of the part of London in which they operate. Addresses 
ol some Canadian institutions are given with no indication of the city 
concerned. ‘These are smail defects susceptible of easy rectification. 
On the whole the Year Book is a monument of industry on which 
the Editors and their numerous collaborators are to be congratulated. 
A word of commendation ought to be devoted to the clear typography. 


THE STORY OF THE BIBLE 


The Story of the Bible, by Sir Frederic Kenyon (John Murray, 
3s. 6d.). 

This is a delightfully written book on a fascinating subject by an 
acknowledged expert. The author was formerly Director of the British 
Museum and in popular style he tells how the text of the Bible has been 
transmitted and preserved. The oldest known manuscripts of the 
Hebrew Bible and its Greek translation, as well as the New Testament, 
are described; but what makes the book of exceptional interest is the 
information it gives of the latest discoveries. It tells the romantic story 
of the discovery of the Codex Sinaiticus by Tischendorf, its acquisition 
by the Tsar, and finally its purchase by the British nation from the 
Russian Government. 

The importance of this priceless manuscript is overshadowed by the 
find in 1930 of the Chester Beatty Biblical Papyri, which include Greek 
translations of Numbers and Deuteronomy dating from the first half of 
the second century, two substantial fragments of Genesis belonging to 
the late third and early fourth centuries, and also other parts of tho 
Iiebrew Bible and New Testament. The book is enriched by a number of 
photographs of great interest. There is likewise included an account of 
the English translations of the Bible down to the Revised Version. 

As regards our Hebrew Bible the author points out that scholars 
are agreed that it has come down to us without material change’ since 
the first century. He utters a wise and necessary caution against giving 
uncritical preference to the text of the Septuagint when it differs from the 
Hebrew; and particularly noteworthy is his statement, ‘‘ Ancient 
traditions. have in many instances been justified as against the excessive 
scepticism of the middle of the nineteenth century.’’ This book should 
certainly be read by all lovers of the Bible.

Biblical archaeology has, in the last few years, made such surprising 
strides and with such devastating effects on many of the theories of the 
German critical school that it is always useful to have the latest results 
assembled in handy form. This is provided by Brste anp SpaprE—AN 
INTRODUCTION TO BrBLICAL ARCHABOLOGY, by Stephen L. Caiger (Oxford 
University Press, 5s.). Lavishly illustrated and thoroughly up to date, 
the lay reader will find here, lucidly presented, the results of all the 
recent finds and their bearing on the authenticity of the Bible narrative. 
Even the most judicial and sceptical must come to the conclusion that 
Wellhausen and his school are now thoroughly discredited and the elabor- 
ate and fantastic critical structure which they fashioned is shattered for 
all time. This handbook should be in every Jewish library. 


N. Mikhaylov’s Sovier Geoarapny (Methuen, 10s. 6d.) is a vividly 
written descriptive account of Russian economic geography, and it will 
be of interest to all students of Russian affairs, though, as Sir Halford 
Mackinder points out in his ‘‘ foreword,’’ “* our author does not discrimin- 
ate nicely between fact and prophecy.’’ Jewish readers, in particular, 
will note the pages devoted to the Jewish Autonomous Area of Biro-Bijan 


—an area twice as large as Palestine, where Jewish schools and techs.) 
institutes have been opened, Jewish papers are published, and J... 
theatres eater for the public. The area is also equipped, we observe {, 
the accompanying sketch map, with a pig farm.

My Dear Cousin, 


Last Saturday some of us met at the Antiquary’s, and it was 
only natural that thé conversation should have turned to the death 
and funeral of the tate King George. It was not long before the 
problem of Immortahty was touched upon. The Antiquarytoldus that 
for centuries Jews had clung tothe hope of immortality. It was an 
ancient belief; possibly it had its origin in Egypt or Babylon. But 
whatever its origin may have been, Jewish thinkers appeared to 
attach great importance to it. He mentioned Saadiah in particular 
saadiah devotes one section of his treatise on the concepts and 
duties of Judaism to a disquisition on the coming two life of 
the dead. 

Saadiah states quite definitely that all who die will come to 
life again, and be back once more on earth. 
answers to a number of possible questions. Who will be revived” 
Only the pious and repentant. But since death itself is regarded by 
some teachers as the greatest possible atonement for all sinning. it 
may be presumed that all the dead will come to life. 

Now, will those who are resurrected die a second time 
Saadiah, though he offers no proof. answers with a nevative 
Thirdly, will there be room on the earth for all the dead who 
return to life? Saadiah calculates that from the day of the 
Revelation on Mount Sinai to his own, 38,400,000 people died. Uf 
these came to life again, there would be ample room in the world 
forthem! His fourth question is important: Will those who are 
alive recognise those who come back’? Most certainly, is his 
reply ; brother will know brother, son will know father, pupil will 
know teacher. And what of those who while on. earth were 
afflicted with blindness or had imperfect limbs; willthey be whole ” 
‘They will come back to life with their weaknesses, and then, by an 
act of Divine grace, by a miracle, they will be completely restored. 
Will those who return to life eat and drink and marry and be given 
in marriage? ‘To his sixth question Saadiah replies that they will 
do all these things. Did not the son of the Shunammite whom 
Elisha restored to life, continue to lead a normal man’s existence ” 
What he did, all the returning dead may do. Not only so, but they 
will actually have restored to them the power to choose between 
sood and evil, but they will all choose the good. The tenth question 
is something of a poser. What of those living in the age when 
the dead return to life? Will they die and return to life in their 
turn? Saadiah admits that he can find no satisfactory guidance 
on this point. Some assert they wi!l not need to die. Others again 
are of opinion that they will certainly die and be brought back to 
life again in order to be on a level of equality with the great army 
of the dead brought back .to life. A third school hold that the way 
out will be for them to live unusually long lives, then to die never 
to be revived. Saadiah himself inclines to this view, believing that 
a normal span in this case will be five hundred years! 

We listened respectfully ; then one of the party suggested that 
all this was very dogmatic and very naive. It may have suited a 
tenth century teacher and « tenth century audience. But if the 
belief in the revival of the dead is really 86 vital a part of Judaism, 
it must be taught to Jews of the twentieth century in a manner 
that will be plain and conclusive. 

That is impossible, another voice joined in. The whole idea 
of immortality is full of mysticism, and no one has yet given a clear 
account of it. Even Saadiah makes no attempt to tell how actually 
the dead will come to life again. How could he’ ‘The idea is 
preposterous. For one thing, the immortality of the soul is a con- 
ception by itself; the coming to life of the dead, as Saadiah imagines, 
is quite another. Yet it is the latter that we mention in our 
prayers. We praise God for bringing the dead to life again. We 
“believe with a perfect faith’ in the Resurrection. Saadiah, if I 
recollect aright, regards this as axiomatic, “ Among our nation there 
is no doubt about it,” he writes. 

Now why is it that the belief is held to be of such importance in 
‘Judaism ? the same speaker asked. 

The Antiquary answered him. Saadiah, he said, indicates 
that he was aware of your question. Belief in the revival of the 
dead lays the foundation of the service of God and gives us strength 
to endure the sufferings of the Galut. If life is hard here on earth, 
the hope of resurrection makes the burden tolerable. It gives 
martyrs their courage. It affords a compelling ground for the 
observation of the six hundred and thirteen .1/i/:vot. 

The previous speaker broke in again. Surely Judaism must 
have some other appeal. If religion is based on so naive a belief as 
the revival of the dead, no wonder that many thoughtful people are 
turning their back on religion. After all, this picture of the dead 
coming to life again is part and parcel of the thought of a primitive 
age. In ancient Egypt the god Ra received payment for redeeming 
his devotees from death. Is it not only natural that primitive 
peoples should fear death and desire to escape from it? ‘The 
great pyramids of Gizeh,” writes one noted authority, “ while they 
are today the most imposing surviving witness to the earliest 
emergence of organised man and the triumph of concerted effort, 
are likewise the silent but eloquent expression of a supreme 
endeavour to achieve immortality by:streer physical force.”

The Jewish Year Book, Edited by the Rev. S. Levy and Dr. Cecil 
Roth (Jewish Chronicle Office, 2s. net.). ; 

The Jewisa Year Book is now in its fortieth year. The fact is 
alike a testimony to the producers and to the recognition of the 
indispensability of this comprehensive work of reference to all engaged 
in Jewish work in this country, and in many quarters overseas. One 1s 
apt to take a reference work for granted without casting a thought 
on the immense amount of labour and care that go to its production. 
The Editors are naturally dependent on others for the bulk of the 
information they are called upon to collate and there must Le a word 
of sympathy for them in the tribulations caused by neglectful 
correspondents who fail to realise the importance of returning proofs 
and thus keeping the records, for which they are responsible, up to 
date. For deficiencies so caused the Editors can hardly bo held 
blameworthy. Doubtless the Year Boox could be made more useful 
if it were more expensive, and again the Editors cannot be blamed 
for limitations duo to the fact that the work is issued at the low price 
of 2s. The wonder is that it is found possible to furnish so much 
information so cheaply. The present issue contains new features in 
the shape of a review of the progress of Palestine in the past year and 
the addition of a narrative of leading events during the past year as 
well as « chronological record. It is a moot point whether the space 
devoted to the latter innovation might not be appled to better uses. 

The Communal “ Who's Who,” though it contains a larger number 
of names than ever, seems to call for drastic’ revision. There aro 
some striking omissions and singularly uneven distrmbution of the 
space given to individual biographies. A useful change which has 
been introduced this year is the arrangement of the year’s obituaries 
in alphabetical instead of chronological order, thus facilitating refer- 
ence. To Synagogue officials the calendar portion, compiled, as for 
many years past, by the Rev. M. Rosenbaum, must prove invaluable, 
and the tact that the Year Boox figures on practically every Almemar 
1s a proof of the universal recognition of its utility. 

Only those who constantly use the Year Book can fully realise its 
usefulness or become aware of the points in which improvement seems 
to be called for. An example of the latter which strikes the present 
reviewer is in regard to the geographical location of London institu- 
tions. Thus the names of most of the Friendly Society Lodges convey 
no indication of the part of London in which they operate. Addresses 
of some Canadian institutions are given with no indication of the city 
concerned. These are smail defects susceptible of easy rectification. 
On the whole the Year Book is a monument of industry on which 
the Editors and their numerous collaborators are to be congratulated. 
A word of commendation ought to be devoted to the clear typography. 


THE STORY OF THE BIBLE 


The Story of the Bible, by Sir Frederic Kenyon (John Murray, 
3s. 6d.). 

This is a delightfully written book on a fascinating subject by an 
acknowledged expert. The author was formerly Director of the British 
Museum and in popular style he tells how the text of the Bible has been 
transmitied and preserved. The oldest known manuscripts of the 
Hebrew Bible and its Greek translation, as well as the New Testament, 
are described; but what makes the book of exceptional interest is the 
information it gives of the latest discoveries. It tells the romantic story 
of the discovery of the Codex Sinaiticus by Tischendorf, its acquisition 
by the Tsar, and finally its purchase by the British nation from the 
Russian Government. 

The importance of this priceless manuscript is overshadowed by the 
find in 1930 of the Chester Beatty Biblical Papyri, which include Greek 
translations of Numbers and Deuteronomy dating from the first half of 
the second century, two substantial fragments of Genesis belonging to 
the late third and early fourth centuries, and also other parts of the 
Hebrew Bible and New Testament. The book is enriched by a number of 
photographs of great interest. There is likewise included an account of 
the English translations of the Bible down to the Revised Version. 

As regards our Hebrew Bible the author points out that scholars 
are agreed that it has come down to us without material change since 
the first century. He utters a wise and necessary caution against giving 
uncritical preference to the text of the Septuagint when it differs from the 
Hebrew; and particularly noteworthy is his statement, ‘‘ Ancient 
traditions have in many instances been justified as against the excessive 
scepticism of the middle of the nineteenth century.’’ This book should 
certainly be read by all lovers of the Bible.

Last Saturday some of us met at the Antiquary’s, and it was 
only natural that thé conversation should have turned to the death 
and funeral of the tate King George.: It was not long before the 
problem of Immortahty was touched upon. The Antiquary told us that 
for centuries Jews had clung to the hope of immortality. It was an 
ancient belief; possibly it had its origin in Egypt or Babylon. But 
whatever its origin may have been, Jewish thinkers appeared to 
attach great importance to it. He mentioned Saadiah in particular. 
Saadiah devotes one section of his treatise on the concepts and 
duties of Judaism to a disquisition on the coming to life of 
the dead. 

Saadiah states quite definitely that all who die will come to 
life again, and be: back once more on earth. 
answers to a number of possible questions. Who will be revived” 
Only the pious and repentant. But since death itselfis regarded by 
some teachers as the greatest possible atonement for all sinning, it 
may be presumed that all the dead will come to life. 

Now, will those who are resurrected die a second time’ 
Saadiah, though he offers no proof, answers with a nevative 
Thirdly, will there be room on the earth for all the dead who 
return to life? Saadiah calculates that from the day of the 
Revelation on Mount Sinai to his own, 38,400,000 people died. If 
these came to life again, there would be ample room in the world 
forthem! His fourth question is important: Will those who are 
alive recognise those who come back’? Most certainly, is his 
reply ; brother will know brother, son will know father, pupil will 
know teacher. And what of those who while on earth were 
afflicted with blindness or had imperfect limbs; will they be whole ” 
They will come back to life with their weaknesses, and then, by an 
act of Divine grace, by a miracle, they will be completely restored. 
Will those who return to life eat and drink and marry and be given 
in marriage? ‘To his sixth question Saadiah replies that they will 
do all these things. Did not the son of the Shunammite whom 
Elisha restored to life, continue to lead a normal man's existence ” 
What be did, all the returning dead may do. Notonly so, but they 
will actually have restored to them the power to choose between 
sood and evil, but they will all choose the good. The tenth question 
is something of a poser. What of those living in the age when 
the dead return to life? Will they die and return to life in their 
turn? Saadiah admits that he can find no satisfactory guidance 
on this point. Some assert they will not need to die. Others again 
are of opinion that they will certainly die and be brought back to 
life again in order to be on a level of equality with the great army 
of the dead brought back.to life. A third school hold that the way 
out will be for them to live unusually long lives, then to die never 
to be revived. Saadiah himself inclines to this view, believing that 
a normal span in this case will be five hundred years! 

We listened respectfully ; then one of the party suggested that 
all this was very dogmatic and very naive. It may have suited a 
tenth century teacher and a tenth century audience. But if the 
belief in the revival of the dead is really so vital a part of Judaism, 
it must be taught to Jews of the twentieth century in a manner 
that will be plain and conclusive. 

That is impossible, another voice joined in. The whole idea 
of immortality is full of mysticism, and no one has yet given a clear 
account of it. Even Saadiah makes no attempt to tell how actually 
the dead will come to life again. How couldhe’? The idea is 
preposterous. For one thing, the immortality of the soul is a con- 
ception by itself; the coming to life of the dead, as Saadiah imagines, 
is quite another. Yet it is the latter that we mention in our 
prayers. We praise God for bringing the dead to life again. We 
“believe with a perfect faith" in the Resurrection. Saadiab, if I 
recollect aright, regards this as axiomatic. “ Among our nation there 
is no doubt about it,” he writes. 

Now why is it that the belief is held to be of such importance in 
Judaism ? the same speaker asked. 

The Antiquary answered him. Saadiah, he said, indicates 
that he was aware of your question. Belief in the revival of the 
dead lays the foundation of the service of God and gives us strength 
to endure the sufferings of the Galut. If life is hard here on earth, 
the hope of resurrection makes the burden tolerable. It gives 
martyrs their courage. It affords a compelling ground for the 
observation of the six hundred and thirteen J/i/zvol. 

The previous speaker broke in again. Surely Judaism must 
have some other appeal. If religion is based on s0 naive a belief as 
the revival of the dead, no wonder that many thoughtful people are

turning their back on religion. After all, this picture of the dead — 


coming to life again is part and parcel of the thought of a primitive 
age. In ancient Egypt the god Ra received payment for redeeming 
his devotees from death. Is it not only natural that primitive 
peoples should fear death and desire to escape from it? “The 
great pyramids of Gizeh,” writes one noted authority, “ while they 
are to-day the most imposing surviving witness to the earliest 
emergence of organised man and the triumph of concerted effort, 
re likewise the silent but eloquent expréssion of a supreme 
endeavour to. achieve immortality physical force.” 


But among the Greeks doubts began to arise as to the possibility 
of immortality.

But more than all this. Why should the great mass of people 
to-day desire to come back to life after they dic? Do the great 
mass really matter so much—those who ploughed the fields and 
mined the coal, and drove steam engines; those, too, who lived a 
life of idleness and nothingness? Why when once dead should they 
want to be alive again There does not seem to be any sense in it. 
The only sense there is in life is, when it is over, to leave a good 
name beblind.

Perhaps subconsciously that is the goal 
which those desire to reach who found colleges of learning, have 
themselves associated’ with beds in hospitals, get their names 
engraved on memorial tablets in public buildings, or even present 
prayer-books, suitably inscribed on the outer cover, to Synagogues 
but resurrection’ Saadiah was a dear, good soul, with asimple faith. 
With that famous seventh chapter of his, which Jews have perused 
for generations and generations; he cannot help us muchto-day. In 
reading him, we can only marvel at his simplicity. He makes 
Nesurrection one of the fundamentals of Judaism. Judaism must 
possess greater vitality than can be drawn from the doctrine of 
Kesurrection. For many Jews to-day, like many Christians, are ip 
doubt about it, and they need an auswer. Many, too, go further, 
prepared to follow Omar, ;

Hiow eould minority ot Jews it) Palestine, though sessed 
ol those rights, which Palestine Jewry possesses TO dav. affect the rights 
and political status of Jews in any other land or the civil and religious 
right of the Arab majonty ? 

To-day, more than ever, it is vital for the whole world to know 
the exact political foundations on which the Jewish National Home ts 
being built. Mr. Simon calls it a ** morally binding promise.”” 1 mam- 
tain that as the Jews have given good consideration, there is a legally 
binding promise. 

Fortunately, the actual initiator of the negotiations is still alive, 
and his staternent as to what was promised by the British Cabinet fully 
supports the view which I have maintained. Dr. Weizmann and Mr, 
Sokolow can testify to the accuracy of Mr. Mafcoltn’s statements, uf Mr. 
Simon desires any corroboration. | 

I believe that the British people still intend to keep their promise 
to give Palestine to the Jews, but we must not be afraid to stand up or 
speak up. It is the policy of the last ten years which has lowered our 
prestige and it is high time that a new note should be heard. ‘The late 
Lord Melchett in November, 1930. declared that he was not responsible 
for the policy which had resulted in the Passfield White Paper. He stated 
further that the policy of compromise must inevitably lead to disaster, 
and recommended that the leadership should be placed in other hands. 

Recent events in Palestine have borne out these words of the late 
Lord Melchett, and it is to be hoped that the Jewish pe yple will realise 
the gravity of the situation before very long. 

In conclusion, I should like to say a word in regard to the legal 
©xample quoted by Mr. Simon in regard to a signed promissory note 
which does not specify amount or date of payment. Provided the 
evidence was adequate it would not be difficult to obtain a judgment for 
such amount and payable at such time as was intended by the parties.
